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Summary A South American weed, Gomphrena celosioides Martius, 
widespread in the tropics, has recently reached the Bonin Islands (S. Koba- 
yashi in Journ. Jap. Bot. 50(3) : 83-85, 1975). 

On August 1, 1975, the same weed was also found by the author in 
Yokohama of central Honshu near Tokyo, where it was growing in an open 
waste place along sandy coast (Figs. 1 & 2). 
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
